As to 
the product-by-process limitation "the pitch of the first trminal block corresponds to a first predetermined pitch adjusted by a first post- 
thermal-compression-eleongation compensation amount that is dependent on the first predetermined pitch, and the pitch of the second 
terminal block corresponds to a second predetermined pitch adjusted by a second post-thermal-compression-elongation compensation 
amount that is dependent on the second predetermined pitch" of claims 1 and 8, it has been recognized that "Even through product-by- 
process claims are limited by and defined by the process, determination of patentability is based on the product itself. The patentability of 
a product does not depend on its method of production. If the product in the product-by process claim is the same as or obvious from a 
product of the prior art, the claim is unpatentable even though the prior art product was made by a different process". In re Thorpe, 227 
USPQ 964,966 (Fed. Cir. 1985). See also MPEP 21 1 3. 
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
